Eflefting  with  myfeif,  how  ufeful  it 
would  be  to  Beginners,  to  have  a 
Reprefentation  of  the  Parts  of  the 
human  Body,  as  they  lie  in  their  na¬ 
tural  Situation,  difpofed  in  fuch  a 
Manner  as  to  give  a  true  Theory  of 
the  human  Structure  before  they  begin  to  diffedt ; 
or  even  to  thofe  Gentlemen,  who,  after  comple¬ 
ting  their  anatomical  Studies,  are  obliged  either 
to  retire  into  the  Country,  or  go  Abroad :  I 
thought,  if  they  had  an  Opportunity,  occafion- 
ally,  of  infpedling  Nature  artificially  in  fome  ana¬ 
tomical  Tables,  difpofed  in  a  more  natural  Man¬ 
ner  than  thofe  of  Eustachius,  Bidloe,  Cow- 
per,  Albinus,  or  Haller  (whofe  Multitude 
of  Figures,  taken  all  together,  hardly  give  a  na¬ 
tural  and  complete  Demonflration  of  the  human 
Body  :  To  omit  the  Confufion  and  ufelefs  Repe¬ 
titions  which  thofe  Works  abound  in,  and  the  Coft 
and  Inconveniency  of  tranfporting  them  from 
Place  to  Place) :  Such  an  Undertaking  might  not 
be  without  its  Emolument  to  the  Publick. 
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It  is  univerfally  acknowledged,  that  a  true  me¬ 
chanical  Reprefentation  of  the  human  Machine, 
as  well  as  a  Defcription  of  it,  is  as  ufeful  as  a 
Lexicon,  or  geographical  Map,  to  the  learned 
World.  For  thos  a  Mart  may  have  travelled  over 
various  Countries,  and  made  the  molt  minute  Ob- 
fervations  on  thofe  Parts  *  yet  Abfence  and  Length 
of  Time  often  rob  the  Memory  of  fome  Part  of 
the  Situation  of  a  Country,  or,  at  belt,  leave  us 
doubtful  about  it. 

Thefe  Circumftances,  and  the  Differences  I 
found  in  the  bell  anatomical  Prints,  when  com¬ 
pared  with  Nature,  in  Diifedion,  has  made  me 
attempt  to  give  a  more  natural  compendious  View 
of  the  human  Structure  than  any  which  has  hi¬ 
therto  been  produced.  For  that  Purpofe,  I  have 
paid  Regard  to  no  Prints  whatfoever,  but  difpofe 
Nature  in  fuoh  a  Manner,  as  to  give  a  full  View 
fir  ft  of  all  the  capital  Parts  without  making  a  Re¬ 
petition  of  the  fame. 

As  it  is  known  that  almoft  all  Mufcles,  Ar¬ 
teries,  Veins,  Nerves,  Bones,  &c.  go  by  Pairs  y 
I  therefore  begin  firfF  with  the  Plalf  of  a  Subject  j 
and  as  I  meet  with  the  Parts  under  the  Integu¬ 
ments  on  the  other  Half,  I  reprefent  thofe  imme¬ 
diately  fubfequent  to  them,  and  fo  on  gradually 
to  the  Bones. 

I  thought  if  this  Work  were  reprefented  in  Co¬ 
lours  as  nearly  as  poffible  imitative  of  Nature,  it 
would  make  a  ftronger  Impreflion  on  the  Memory 
but  the  Difficulty  was,  how  to  meet  with  a  proper 
Artift  in  anatomical  Painting ;  fuch,  it  is  well 
known,  being  very  fcarce,  efpecially  in  England  : 
And,  accordingly,  having  tried  various  Artifls,  I 
found  none  imitated  Nature  better  than  Mr.  Van 
Riemsdyk  *,  who,  as  he  has  been  for  fome  Time 
employed  by  the  Doctors  Smellie  and  Hunter 
in  Pieces  of  Midwifery,  &c.  and  is  well  known  to 
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be  the  ableft  Perfon  we  have  in  London,  in  ana¬ 
tomical  Performances  ♦,  fo,  I  will  venture  to  fay, 
he  has  executed  them  as  well  as  any  Man  can, 
who  is  not  himfelf  an  Anatomifl  and  Painter  ;  and 
that  his  Performances  are  looked  upon  the  belt 
that  have  ever  been  done,  of  this  Kind,  in  Cray¬ 
ons  ;  as  is  univerfally  acknowledged  by  ail  who 
have  feen  them. 

The  next  Difficulty  was,  to  confider  whether 
Mezzo-tinto,  or  Engraving,  would  anfwerthe  End 
of  Colouring  bed.  Doubtiefs,  Engraving  is  bet¬ 
ter,  on  account  of  the  Sharpnefs  of  the  Lines, 
which  are  commonly  too  flrongly  reprefented  for 
Nature  than  Mezzo-tinto  ;  but  it  has  not  that  Soft- 
nefs  there  is  in  Painting :  And  therefore  I  deter¬ 
mined  in  Favour  of  the  Mezzo-tinto  ;  but,  at  the 
fame  Time,  unfortunately  met  with  a  Man  who 
perfuaded  me,  that  he  could  do  the  Work  in  Co¬ 
lours,  as  follows,  by  fcraping  four  different  Plates 
for  one  fingle  Print,  in  fuch  a  Manner,  one  for 
a  black,  one  for  a  blue,  one  for  a  yellow,  and  one 
for  a  red  ;  as,  by  a  due  Combination  of  thefe  Co¬ 
lours,  and  the  fame  Sheet  of  Paper  going  over  one 
another,  it  would  reprefent  any  Picture  whatever, 
as  is  well  known  by  the  Laws  of  Optics,  to  be  the 
Cafe. 

Indeed  this  Method,  when  well  executed,  does 
not  appear  fo  ftiff  as  the  Mezzo-tinto,  when  wafhed 
with  Water  Colours  ;  but  the  Perfon  who  under¬ 
took  this,  not  being  Mailer  of  this  Art,  and  defi¬ 
cient  in  Drawing;  after  putting  me  to  fome 
Hundred  Pounds  Expence,  executed  one  of  the 
Tables  in  a  very  bad  Manner.  Though  I  have 
been  perfuaded  to  publifh  a  few  of  them  for  the 
Satisfaction  of  fome  Subfcribers  who  wanted  to 
have  them  done  in  Colours  yet  finding  a  confi- 
derable  Confufion  arifing  in  various  Parts  of  the 
Work,  for  inftance,  an  Artery,  Vein,  or  fome- 
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a  Tendon,  &c.  is  confounded,  by  thefe  Colours, 
one  with  another  ;  I  determine,  therefore,  to  have 
them  printed  in  black  and  white,  and  coloured 
afterwards,  either  from  the  original  Paintings,  or 
Nature  *  by  which  means,  any  Gentleman  may 
have  the  Figures  in  a  greater  Perfection,  accord- 
ing  to  the  Price  they  give  for  colouring  them. 

In  my  Propofals  of  the  Year  1755,  I  promifed 
to  give  the  Publick  fix  of  thefe  Tables,  two  of 
which  I  have  now  omitted ;  viz.  the  naked  Man 
viewed  anteriorly  and  pofteriorly,  with  the  Ske¬ 
leton  of  a  Woman,  and  a  Child  of  nine  Months 
old  and  the  pregnant  Uterus ;  being  informed,  by 
feveral  Gentlemen,  that  the  naked  Figure  would 
be  of  very  little  Service  to  them  and  have  there¬ 
fore  contrived,  inftead  of  reprefenting  a  pregnant 
Uterus,  and  the  Cavity  with  the  Placenta  adhering 
to  it,  at  the  Side  of  my  Table,  to  fubftitute  fome 
of  the  ofteological  Figures  ;  by  which  means  we 
have,  in  this  Work,  a  general  View  of  the  frefh 
Bones.  I  fhall  publifli,  however,  in  a  fhort  Time, 
a  pregnant  Uterus,  as  large  as  the  Life,  with  va¬ 
rious  Demonftrations  of  the  fame,  in  fix  Tables, 
half  as  large  as  thefe. 

This  pregnant  Uterus  is  taken  from  a  young 
Woman  who  died  fuddenly  (not  in  Labour),  and 
was  above  a  Week  beyond  her  Reckoning. 

I  thought  it  would  be  needlefs  to  croud  the  Fi¬ 
gures  with  a  Number  of  Cyphers  or  Letters,  as 
Alb  inus  has  done  in  his ;  which  being  intended 
for  the  Benefit  of  Beginners,  perplex  one  more  to 
find  out  the  References,  than  to  learn  the  Parts ; 
as  Anatomy  is  not  to  be  learned  from  Prints 
alone :  For  which  Reafon,  I  have  only  pointed 
out  fuch  capital  Parts  as  are  moil  confpicuous. 

if  fome  of  the  Parts  of  this  Work  are  not  fo 
well  reprefented  as  the  Reader  could  wifh,  which, 
in  fome  Particulars,  I  am  very  confcious  they  are 
not ;  I  mu  it  beg  Leave  to  oblerve,  that  it  is  not 
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tny  Fault,  nor  owing  to  any  Want  of  Endeavours 
in  me  to  get  the  A rtift  to  reprefent  them  better; 
being  no  Artift  myfelf,  and  having  done  nothing 
in  the  Work,  except  preparing'  Nature  for  the 
Painter,  with  as  much  Care  as  my  Abilities  would 
permit,  and  difpofing  the  Parts  as  the  Reader  fees 
them  :  And  I  allure  them,  that  I  had  no  other 
View  in  producing  this  Work*  than  the  promoting 
bf  anatomical  Knowledge,  without  which  no  Sur¬ 
geon  can  perform  any  Operation  with  Skilfulnefs, 
and  for  want  of  which,  Numbers  of  Lives  are  loft, 
efpecially  in  Time  of  War;  when  many  young 
Gentlemen  take  upon  them,  or  are  obliged,  efpe¬ 
cially  Abroad,  to  exercife  the  Office  of  Surgeons. 
If,  therefore,  this  EfFay  can  any  ways  contribute  to 
the  Benefit  of  Mankind,  my  whole  Aim  will  be 
anfwered  ;  having  no  other  View  but  to  be  as  ufe- 
ful  to  the  Publick  as  my  flender  Capacity  would 
admit. 

N.  B.  It  is  proper  to  obferve,  That  thefe  Fi¬ 
gures  reprefent  a  Man  of  Six  Feet  high  in 
full  Proportion,  that  the  Parts  may  appear 
ftronger  than  they  go  in  the  Subjects  com¬ 
monly  differed,  which  are  generally  ema¬ 
ciated. 

Likewife,  That  thefe  Figures  are  to  be  viewed 
at  a  fmall  Diftance,  as  being  done  after  the 
antique  Manner,  in  order  to  have  a  proper 
Effect  when  hung  up. 

As  for  the  Tables,  they  may  either  be  folded  in 
two  Parts,  or  rolled  up,  like  Maps,  for  the 
greater  Conveniency  of  tranfporting  Abroad. 

I  thought  it  more  convenient  to  have  the  Ex¬ 
planations  in  Obiavo,  than  as  large  as  the 
Tables;  therefore  they  may  be  bound  fepa- 
rately,  for  the  readier  finding  the  References. 

The  Reader  will  find  a  Duplicature  of  fome  of 
the  Numbers,  owing  to  a  Miftake  of  the  En¬ 
graver,  which  are  diftinguifhed  thus*.
